the Cham ber of Com merce for m any 
years has furnished and m ade avail­ 
able to its members, and others ,in 
B rainerd, the large and commodious 
rooms, with which you all are fam il­ 
iar. 
Considerable use in the past 
has 
been m ade of these rooms, both for 
theaccom m odations • of 
meetings 
in 
which tile citizens have been inter­
